DESPATCHES RESPECTING 
“. INCREASED MILITARY ~ 
CONTRIBUTION, 

Government House, . 

Hongkong, Sept. 10, 1890, 

My Lord,—I bave the honour to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of Your Lordship's Des- 
patch, No, 148, of the 26th of July, trang. 
mitting to. me copies of ‘correspondence 
which has passed betweon ‘the Colonial 
Office and the War. Dopartment on” the 
subject of tho incroased Military Contribu- 
tion by this Colony. i ae 

2. FE notice with pleasure tho concluding 
paragraph of Mr Wingfeld’s letter to the 
War Office of tho 23rd of May, in which he 
atates that Your Lordship desired ‘him to 
add.that the liberal masuer in which the 
Un-ofticial Members of tho Legislature met 
the demands of the Imperial Government, 
enabled a coustitational crisis to be avoid- 
ed, and that it’ would be politic, in Your 
Lordship’s opinion, to make any conces- 

i fhich' it might bo possible-to meet 
their vie . ; 

1 entirely agree with Your Lordship that 
it would have been, politic’ in the circum- 
Btanecs had the War Oflico given some.con- 
sideration to Your Lordship’s very reason- 
ablo suggestion, But far from doing this 
thoy’ seem ‘to talso advantage of tho 
Council's liberality by having. recourse to a 
different ling of argument to that. conveyed 
at their. dictation iu Your Lordship’s Dus- 
pach No. 8, of the 20th of January. lost. 

That ‘ espatch, as dees tho letter from 
the War Office uf the 14th of July, unques- 
tienably refers to what. the garri-on in 


Hongkong was in 1863;'to the amount of 


contribution then paid and to the revenue 
of the Colony in that ycar, and it thon gos 
on to compare the state of things. at. that

This is clearly shown: in the: first..para- 
graph, whore Your Lordship-addresses me 
on the subject of, tho additional garrisun 
required ‘bythe fortifications . recently 
erected at - Hongkong. and their .arma- 
ment,” :

says, *The cost of this garrison (i.e. ‘the 


intore garrison) will bo about 280,000, a 
year and will eunsequently be nearly threo 
climes “58 great ns was the expense of tho 
garrison in 1863 ivhen the Colonial con- 
tribation was fixed.” : : 

To paragraph 19°Your Lor‘sbip remurks 
‘thot the 40,00°%. which the Colovy. will 
pry in each vf the next three years is only 
ono severith of the cost of tha garriaon, 
while the remaining sixeevenths, °41t, 0001; 
will still be burne by the mother country.’.. 

Could snything be plainer, more parsicn- 
larly from this_ last weniioned paragraph, 
than that the Imperial Government intiuva- 
ted ‘that they intended. during. these. three 
years. to expend £280,000 per. annum on
